THE SAN DOMINGO QURESTION.

A xorapLE feature of the debates in the
Senate on the San Domingo qnestion is the
disposition of the speakers on both sides to
avoid committing themselves on the main
issne. The controversy refers rather to the
manner in which the negotiations have been
conduncted than to the merits or demerita of
the proposed acquisition in itself. The de-
fenders of the President are apparent'y dis-
posed to await the report of
the commission before they take
bold and decided grounds for annexa-
tion; and if the rumor that this report will,
on the whole, be unfavorable, proves true, a
short and easy method will be farnished for
disposing of the entire subject, By way of
compromise, our Government might lease or
buy outright the bay and barbor of Samana,
and leave the rapscallions and revolutionists
of the interior to ocontinue their
domestic quarrels antil sheer ex-
haustion prompted all parties to seek onr
friendly intervention, or until, like Kilkenny
oats, they devoured each other. The bay and
barbor may prove useful as a naval station,
and in the event of a war with a foreign
power it would soon save to the Government
infinitely more than its cost; while the prac-
tical value of the interior will depend greatly
upon the varymmg disposition of a people
prone to change, to idleness, and to revenge-
ful demonstrations. We have got land
enough, in all conseience, for present neces-
sities: and if we are to acquire more, it had
far better be umencumbered with a race of
lazzaroni, robbers, or rebels.

IMPORTANT TO COAL DEALERS.
A vmux has been introduced in the Honse of
Representatives to regulate the weight of
anthracite coal delivered by retail coal dealers
in the city of Philadelphia, which is of con-
siderable interest and importance to both
dealers and consumers, as its object is to
compel the dealers to give full weight, It
provides that after the first day of Jaly, 1871,
the legal standard ton for anthracite coal shall
be 2240 pounds, which will put an end to all
differences of opinion between thoss who sell
and those who buy as to whether the word
“‘ton" means a long or & short ton—2240 or
2000 pounds. The bill divides the city into
three inspection districts, and provides
for the election of three inspectors
by Councils and their sppointment by the
Mayor, who shall serve for two years, Thesa
inspectors are to reesive $1200 per anuum,
and it is made their duty to examine all the
wagouns and other vebicles used for the de-
livery of anthracite coal within their respec-
tive distriols, and fo sscertain by measure-
ment or otherwise their capacity, Thaoge
wagons which will contain 2240 pounds of
hard white ath Schuylkill eocal, or frastiony)
fourtbs thereof, ave to be stamped by the

ors in a conspienous manner; aud then
the bill further provides that on aud aflgr the
firet day of July, 1571, it sbhall not be lawfal
for any cart, wagon, or other vehicle to be
ased for delivering anthracite coal within the
city of Philadelphis unless stamped or
branded by the proper iunspector, and every
person violating this/provision will Le liable
to a fine of ten dollars. The bill also antho.
rizgs the Inspectors to order  any
cart or wagon used by retuil

‘the enterprise;

cosl dealers in delivering anthracite
ooal to be bronght to any soales within foar
bundred yards of the place where the ooal
aball have been loaded, and to weigh it both
loaded and empty. If the inspector shall
find that the ooal is short of the proper
welght, it will be his duty to inform the
dealer of the fact and of the penalty incurred,
which will be a fine of fifty dollars. The in-
spector’s fee for stamping ooal sarts is one
dollar each; the fine for naing an nustamped
oart is fixed at ten dollars, the fine for refna.
ing to permit the inspector to weigh a load of
oonl is fixed at ten dollars, and fifty dollars is
the peualty for sending ont iato the highway
a lond which weighs less then 2210 pounds,
or the proper fractioval part thereof. The
bill containa no provision with regard to the
manner in which the penalties named in
it may be recovered, but in every other re-
spect it is an excellent measurs, which
onght to go through the Legislature
without opposition, It is notorions
that many retail conl dealers habitnally give
short weight, and that many are firmly con-
vinced that two thousand pounda is a fall
ton, while the consumers are nnder the im-
pression that twenty-two hundred and forty
pounds is the legal weight. The bill now
under consideration will protest horest dealers
as well as consumers, and if it becomes a law
it will do away with abyses which it is now
almost impossible to reach.

COLLEGIATE HONORS FOR SALE.
Dunine some months past the Provost of the
University of Penunsylvavia has been recsiv.
ing from varions persons in Oavada and Ea-
rope letters inqniring whether the Univer-
sity wounld confer degrees in absentia, and at
what cost. At first these letters were myste-
ries, but at last their origin was detected. It
was ascertained that a hired agent of a sham
university in this city—we will not advertise
it by giving its address—was palming off
upon over-anxious Europesns and Canadiaus
degrees which they supposed to come
from the University of Pennsylva.
nia, but which in reality came
from the so-called University above alluded
to. It was ulso ascertained that two charters,
one for a medical school and the other for a
oollege, gave the pewer to confer degrees,
Finally a reporter of the Press took the mat-
ter in ban o, and his expose of the whole con-
cern, published last Tnursday, proved the
correctness of the information before ob-
tained. The ‘‘dean” of the pretending in-
stitntion was canght in a nicely-laid trap, and
a letter from him to a clergyman in England,
offering to confer any degree in the whole
list for a certain price, was found in no way
to exaggerate his willingness to make doo-
tors—if paid for it.

Of course such an iniquity should not be
tolerated a single day longer than necessary,
The Legislature should revoke these much-
abused obarters without delay. Our police
should make a descent on the premises, for a
museum of immoral and absolutely obscene
specinens helps the financial department of
and every citizen should do
his share to excite a proper pu'lic feeling.
When we think how many incompotant, if net
utterly dishonest, fellows are turned loose

upon the commuunity with a. degree of
M. D. for which they never studied an
hour, and thus ewmpowered to _injare
for life, or even kil such simple-
minded persons as may come to them for ad-
vice, we can see easily how grave a responsi-
bility rests upon every decent man in the
cowmunity. Such doctors of medicine (yes-
terday, perbaps, clowns or stable-boys) are
generally the wretches who by their lewduess
decoy young wen and women into sin, and
then kill the forwer by quackery sund the
latter by malpractice. But for such men —
and a few like-minded, though regular grada-
ates—the terrible crimes of pre-natal murder
and infanticide, which so disgrace our age
more than any preceding one, would be com-
paratively rare, To sell a strictly homorary
degree is base enough: to traffic in the lives
of our fellows ie & orime against soviety, and
sbould be punished as such,

If this soandal upon onr city's fair reputa-
tion continne, we must expsct to hear of sas-
picion and doubt attaching to the glorious
fame of Philadelphia as the mother of medi-
cal schools in the United States. The En-
glish clergyman spoken of above, perhaps too
ready to believe ill of anything American,
says:—*‘I cannot understand how such & re-
spectable university as that of Philadslphia
shiuld issne degrees through an agent in
London, * * * This system of agency is
most disoreditable, and, for the honor of both
our countries, should be stopped.” Itohing
for a degree, yet fearing that he was being
bumbugged, though be Luew that the Uni-
versity of Pennsylvania was too “‘respectable”
to make a trade of its hooors he still writes
in this vein. The medical diplomas of Phila-
delphia's two great schools, the University
and Jefferson, are recognized ull over Enrops.
The city owes it to itself to keep Philadel-
phia's diplomas always recoguizable.
